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who represented the old Eighth ward, can, 
in a measure, atfribute his present predic- 
ament to the fact that there was a fight 
in his ward against Edward Crossman, 


who had served a term in the House of 
Delegates and who, against the wishes of 
many of the prominent men of the ward, 
was a candidate for renomination. 

In casting around for a man to pit against 
Crossman, leading members of both parties 
appealed to a well-known South S.de brew- 
er, who is, prominent in Democratic 
councils. The brewer was asked to bring 
out a candidate against Crossman, but 
not desiring to launch an_ independent 
ticket, he sought out a man who was equal- 
ly popular with Democrats and Republicans 
in the ward. 

That man was Uthoff, who, at the time, 
possessed considerable means, prinepesy 
in the form of mining properties. Utho 
made the race and won from Crossman by 
five majority. Crossman contested, but the 
courts left the matter to the House of Del- 
egates, which, it held, was the sole judge 
of its own membership. The House voted 
to seat Uthoff, who offered no fight against 
the contest. 

Uthoff shortly afterward learned that one 
of his mines in Colorado had developed Into 
a bonanza. He became quite wealthy, and 
after a long visit to the mining properties 
he returned to St. Louis and subsequently 
was nominated for the City Council and 
cletted, 


PAULUS GAST. ‘ 


Paulus Gast, who was known as the 
“Papa” of the last Council, served three 
terms in that body from the old Third 
ward. Gast is generally believed to have 


been introduced in active politics by 
Chauncey I. Filley. Gast was a business 
associate of L. J. W. Wall, one of Mr. 
Filley’s closest advisers, and it is said that 
the lefuenes of both put the wine mer- 
chant on the Republican Council ticket.

The arguments, particularly on the part 
of Boetger’s attorneys, were strenuous and 
they made allegations that fhere had been 
deliberate ballot-box stuffing. They believed 
they said, that if the recount showed that 
the charges of fraud were well sustained,

' Arctic Expedition. 


READY FOR ANOTHER DASH 


EXPLAINS HIS TROUBLES WITH 
CAPTAIN OF VESSEL. 


“Johanssen Wanted to Be the Whole 
Thing,” He Says, in Detailing 
Events That Caused the 
Rupture,

NEW YORK, Oct. 3.—Evelyn B. Baldwin, 
Arctic explorer, whose fallure to find the 
North Pole with the most elaborately equlp- 
ped expedition ever sent out, aroused much 
discussion and, it is said, some displeasure 
on the part of William. Ziegler, its backer, 
is back in New York, having arrived yes- 
terday afternoon on: the Germania. 

“I've just come back on a fiying trip,’’ he 


said. “I want to see Mr. Ziegler gnd tell 
him personally that all these stories that 
have been circulated about the expedition 
are lies. The only reason we returned to 
Norway was that we ran out of coal, and 
had to burn our sledges. We are all ready 
to make another dash, and I confidently 
expect to succeed the next time. 

“The expedition was all right. It was 
well equipped in every way. | want to see 
Mr. Zeigler face to face and assure him 
of these things. It is not a fact our re- 
lations are strained in any way. Mr. Zeig- 
ler is at his home in Noroton, Conn. Il 
expect to run up there right away and 
have a talk with him, after which I ex- 
pot to go right back to Euurope and con- 
inue my preparations for making an- 
other try. 

“There is not a word of truth in the re- 
port of our not having sufficient supplies.

3. Where death has -been due to causes 
which have not impaired or injured or de- 
stroyed tissue formation or torn down the 
structure of the vital organs, life may be 
recalled when it has become entirely ex- 
tinct. 

This is equivalent to gaying ‘‘the dead can 
be brought to life,’’ but as is obviously 
necessary, the doctor qualifies his asser- 
tion with the declarations that his methods 
of necessity are inoperative where death 


has been caused by physical damage,

SHERIFF HOTZ STOPPED TRAIN

Mayfield, With Five Other Prisoners, 
Was Being Taken to Jail—He 
Went to Get a Drink of Water 
and Then Jumped. 


Oscar Mayfield, held for trial in'the Alton 
city court, charged with the forgery of a 
check on A. H. Hastings, escaped from 
Sheriff Joseph Hotz while en route to Ed- 
wardsville over the Illinois Terminal Rall- 
road last night. 

Sheriff Hotz had six prisoners, taking 


them back to the county jail at Edwards- 
ville. When the train was near the turn 
made at Indian Creek, Mayfield, in com- 
pany with two of the other prisoners, asked 
40 go to the water cooler and get a drink. 

While making the trip to the cooler he 
in some’ manner slipped the handcuff, and 
after taking a drink of water he made a 
dash for the car door and jumped from 
the platform as tho train was speeding 
along % miles an hour. 

Sieriff Hotz saw him, but Mayfield was 
so quick that the sheriff could not use his 
revolver. 

The bell cord was pulled by the sheriff, 
and the train stopped several hundred 
yards from where Mayfield jumped off. 

The sheriff placed the other prisoners in 
charge of the trainmen and Court Stenog- 
rapher M. L. George of Edwardsville, and, 


ordering the train to move on, the sheriff 


made his way into the jungle to hunt the 
escaped prisoner. 

Up to 7 o'clock this morning he had seen 
nothing of Mayfield. 


MRS. ROOSEVELT INTERCEDED 


And Poor Widow May Get Mail in 
Bird Cage.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Through the in- 
tercession of Mrs. Roosevelt, a poor wo-

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HOTELS IN ST. LOUIS, 


The warning often reiterated by the Post-Dispatch concerning 
the lack of hotel facilities in St. Louls was sounded last night 
by President Carter of the National World's Fair Commission. 
“Instead of your current travel,’’ he said, “hundreds of thou- 
sands will come to your gates in 1904, to be lodged and-fed, willing 
to pay liberally for hospitable accommodations. The turning 
back of a great crowd of people by reason of a -failure to take 
care of them might cause the Exposition to meet an unexpected 
set-back in the beginning. If people are compelled to walk the 
streets because they can find no accommodations, this fact will 
pe telegraphed over the country. These preparations are vital. 
They must be made.” 

This is a timely and much-needed reminder. 

The hotel facilities of St. Louis are inadequate to ordinary de- 
mands, to say nothing of the tremendous. pressure of 1904. 

No time should be lost in preparing for the immense population 
of that year. Visitors must not be compelled to walk the streets, 
as Senator Carter puts it, for lack of the hospitality they will 
have a right to expect, 

The good name and standing of the city and the success of the 
Exposition depénd upon this.

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LESSONS IN FOOTBALL.

Football is growing in popularity, in spite of a prejudice that 
has arisen because of accidents tn the football field. As Mr. White 
shows in ni Ieasone such accidents can be largely avoided by 
knowing how to play. It is frequently the green hand, who 
jumps into a scrimmage or a tackle without knowing the science 
of the game, who gets hurt. 

This great game exercises every faculty and muscle. It 
strengthens and toughens the player and helps to make a com- 
pleter man of ‘him. The youth is fortunate who has plenty of op- 
portunity to practice and enjoy it. Instead of discouraging the 
playing of such a game, it should be made safer and more scien- 
tific. The rules should be so changed as to make skill of more 
value in the result than brute force. The game will always con- 
tain plenty of opportunity for the exercise of the muscles. Mr. 
White’s lessons'tell how to avoid danger by becoming a scientific 
player.

WHAT LABOR HAS LEARNED. 


In McClure’s Magezine for October, 
Ralph M. Easley, secretary of the National 
(ivie Federation. thus sums up wnat he 
believes organized labor has learned by its 
past struggles: 

1. Strikes are bad, and should Le a last 
resort. 

» Seales of wages should be determined 
by mutual concessions in conferences 
with employers rather than by a demand 
submitted by the union 48 an ultimatum.

WHY LEAVES CHANGE COLOR. 


A leaf is composed of a great number of 
cells, the walls of which are brown. In 
the spring and simmer these cells are all 
filled with fluid, @lored with minute grains 
of red, yellow and other pigments, which, 
mixed together, appear green. In the au- 
tumn, through the cold, oxidation and other 
changes take place in the leaf-cells, de- 
stroying more or less rapidly certain of 
the color-elements. As soon as one of 
these elements is gone the leaf no longer 
appears a normal green, but assumes the 
shade of the remainder of the color-ele- 
ments, mixed together. When only the red 
element is left the leaf is red; when the 
yellow alone remains the leaf is yellow, 
and when all the coloring matter has gone 
the leaf is brown. 

Frost is not the sole cause of the changes 
of color, but it is an important cause. The 
more gradual the changes of temperature 
from summer heat to winter cold, the 
greater will be the variety and brilliancy 
in the coloring of the autumn leaves.

FIGHTING MOOSE PLENTIFUL 


WESTERNERS HOPED TO SEE HIM 
CHARGE A HERD. 


—— 


@ey Believed That Brushes With 
Wildest Creatures of Their Kind 
Would Satisfy Even His De- 
sire for Excitement. 


SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, Oct. 
dent Roosevelt has just passed up the 
warmest proposition that Was ever pre- 
sented to his consideration, and which the 
most experienced hunters of the plains de- 
clare would have cured him of his love 
for the etrenuous life. 

Just before Mr. Roosevelt started West 
he was invited to spend 4 week in the 
field hunting the scrappiest herds of elks 
and moose that ever roamed the plains of 


the Northwest. It was understood that 
the Presidene woull accept the invitation, 
and he listened to the story of the hunt- 
ers with glistening eyes, but was com- 
pelled to decline, as the danger was great, 
and he could afford to run no risks, es- 
pecially since tho injury he sustained in 
the East has necescitated an operation. 

The scheme, as originally arranged, was 
nothing less than to take Mr. oosevelt 
into the Jackson Hole in Wyoming and 
spend a week in ‘this, the greatest game 
preserve in the world. On Sept. 25 the game 
law prohibiting the hunting of moose ex- 
pired. It had been in operation for three 
years, and during that time the herds of 
moose in Jackson Hole have increased, un- 
ti! now there are fully 10,000 moose in the 
Hoie country. in addition to this, herds 
of 5000 elks ‘have been seen around Jack- 
eon Hole in the past two weeks, and ex- 
perienced hunters say the country is a 
genuine sportsman’s paradise. 

James Parkinson, one of the most noted 
guides of Wyoming, who has just returned 
from a tour of inspection in Jackson Hole, 
@aid today: 

“Il rode into Jackson Hole from the south 
ebout 6 o'clock in the morning. A I neared 
the moutl: of the canyon, which enters the 
Hole from that direction, 1 came upon the 
first big herd of moose I have seen since 
the days when buffalo in herds of 50,000 
roamed the plains of Idaho and Wyo- 
ming. There were fully 100 moose in this 
herd, all big, strapping fellows that seemed 
‘ching for a scrap. 

“If the Presidex% had consented to the 
trip to Jackson Hole he would have en- 
Sayed the most strenuous hunt in his ca- 
Feer. I< would have been possible for him 
<< charge on horseback into a herd of 1000 
moose and kill them with pistol or knife 
as he desired. This was the rule in the 
days when buffalo were plentiful, and by 
charging a herd the hunter could dispatc 
from 60 to 100 buffalo with knife and pis- 
t 


ol. 
When I first sighted the herd of moose 
which I have already referred to I made a 
long. detour and, alighting from my mus- 
tang. crawiéd to the top of a small hill. 

eering over I found that the herd, fully 

000 in number, was grazing at the foot of 
he hill, not a quarter of a mile awey. I 
again mounted and rode through a narrow 
gulch to the foothills and then out into 
Plain view of the herd. They were then 
about 50 yards distant. 

They sighted me in 1. second’s time, and 
all was commotion. Suddenly a dozen or 
more big bulls rushed to the front of the 
herd and began bellowing. Then before I 
could mount my horse the whole herd 
charged down on me. 

“I would have guaranteed that President 
Roosevelt would not have desired anything 
more strenuous than a dash into a herd 
of 1000 moose that have not been hunted 
for three years, and are ag wild and fierce 
as the buffalo was in his palmy days. Ii 
had the most exciting experience in my 
long career as a guide and hunter of big 
game during this trip into Jackson Hole. 

“I ran to the gulch and dropped down 
pehind a ~ bowider. Ina cloud of dust 
over 20 yards

necks. They were beilowing and snorting, 
and every action meant fight. 

“Down they came, sweeping over me and 
falling and tumbling over each other in 
their mad flight. he bowlder potected 
me or I would not be a mangied corpse: It 
took half an hour for the herd to pass.

After the player has mastered the funda- 
mentals of the game, his next advance is to 
the scrimmage—his ambliuon, if he be a 
novice. But by no means can he expect to 


jump into a trial on the first team without 


having gone through a course on the 
scrubs.

to familiarize themselves with the signa!s 
and pick up a few pointers from observa- 
tion.

The fullback has the most trying post- 
tion on the team. On defense he is the 
forlorn hope when the runner gets by the 
line and in most cases his is the onerous 
and difficult task of catching punts. 

On the aggressive he generally does all 
the kicking and is the one who is most- 
called upon to ram the center of the op- 
posing line. 


THE SUREST TACKLER. 

For defensive purposes it its f{mportant 
that he be the surest tackler on the eleven 
for frequently he is the only player between 
the runner and goal. Then. if ever, the 
white feather will show in him, and 


that is just what the fullback can never 
permit.

\"nder no circumstances should he permit 
himself to be drawn Into the play or even 
close to it. In a press, where the runner 
is hard to bring to earth. and the oppos- 
ing team is shoving him along, there is no

When the enemy intends to punt, it is 
generally easily told and, the fullback drops 
even further back tha® when playing for 
mere scrimmage. 


ON THE AGGRESSIVE. 


On the aggressive much more is demand- 
ed of the fullback. He must be a hard 
runner, a fast starter, and skilled in all 
departments of the game. For a college 
eleven, the heavier he is, without sacrific- 
in anything png speed, the better. 

Phe point in which special instruction 
should be given, however, ts in punting 
and kicking goals. It is sometimes the Nail. 
back who does the kicking, but in most 
cases it is advisable that the fullback do 
the footwork for the eleven. 

The trick in punting varies with different 
men and opinions vary as to the efficacy 
of the straight or side swing of the foot. 
The simplest method is always the better 
however, and for most purposes the follow- 
ing is the best method of getting the ball

ART OF PUNTING. 
Hold the ball extended in both hands at 
arms’ length’ straight before you, with 
the lacing up. Drop the ball so that it will 


fall with its long axis pointing direct! 
in front of you and parallel! to the groun 


Never take more than one step forward be- 
fore you swing your foot. t disconcerts 
the aim ,takes time and adds no force 
to the delivery. One short, swift swing is 
enough. Strike the ball under the nose, 
not on it, with that pers of the shoe be- 
tween the toe and the bridge of the in- 
step. 

The resulting kick should be just high 
enough to-safely clear the scrimmage line, 
the ball turning as little as possible in 
its fight. Practice only can develop this 
art and candidates for the fullback's posi- 
tion should put in all their spare time prac- 
ticing the punt. In time a man shoud 
develop so as to average 40 yards during a 
game. 

During a scrimmage the full should not 
drop back farther than ten yards behind 
the line. That is far enough to insure the 
kick not being blocked, 7 your forwards 
know their business. 

Kicking goals is another important duty 
of the fullback. It means points in a game 
and frequently victory or defeat. 

In kicking goals from a touchdown, 
practice in judging wind and direction are 
the main points to be considered. Frequent- 
ly the angle at which the try for goal is 
made is so narrow that nothing short of a 
perfect kick can score a goal and it is there 
that the skill of the goal kicker is de- 
manded. 

In goal kicking the ball is placed by Py 
second player lying flat on the ground 
Properly placed, the ball should be held 
by the placer with one finger at the bot- 
tom and one at the top. The bottom finger 
prevents the ball from being touched to 
the ground and so put fn play before the 
fullback is ready.
